“A Statute Aimed Only at 


N the current wave of opposition to Senate Bill 

3558, most of the condemnations we have seen 
have originated in racing organizations which al- 
ready have declared themselves opposed to  off- 
track betting. One of the recurrent themes in the 
statements of these organizations and of individuals 
is that state and local laws are cnough to suppress 
the operation of handbooks, if only the entorce- 
ment officers have a mind to suppress them, 

As a result’ of the Senate investigation ol 
crime, the list of distributors and receivers of the 
wire service on racing is now available to local 
authorities. Consider: anc publicity has been given 
these lists. Several newspapers have listed local re- 
ceivers of the service, with addresses. Some ol the 
more naive may imagine that the publication of 
such information will immediately activate the po- 
lice to sweep the city Clear of handbooks. 

It has been pointed out, in support of the 
contention that existing laws will do the job, that 
Frank Erickson, for many years accepted as the 
country’s biggest bookmaker, has been fined S$50.- 
000 and given a short term in prison. 

ices of this is adequate evidence that local 
authorities can cope with the handbook problem 
under present laws. A list of names and addresses 
in the paper may be news to the Ministerial Asso- 
ciation, but it will not be news to the police de- 
parument. Even if the police have not been cor- 
rupted by pay-olfs from the handbooks, they will 
still find it extremely difficult, using the old rou- 
tine of search warrant and raid, to obtain convic- 
tions. If they do achieve the small miracle of ob- 
taining a conviction, they are likely to punish a 
rap-taker instead of the principal. Even if they 
happen to put the principal behind bars—a most 
unlikely prospect—he will be replaced immediately 
by some other operator who will be quite happy to 
prey upon the suckers he has deserted. 

Anyone who feels a glow of comfort because 
Frank Erickson confessed and accepted an insig- 
nificant sentence and fine may as well lay aside 
his satisfaction, Erickson’s martyrdom to the sud- 
den heat and passion of the national revulsion 
against gambling and crime is not at all likely to 
wipe out the busine ss he had established, and after 
his short rest in prison he may find himself some- 
what richer than he is now. If his business—ac- 
cepting big wagers which are too hot for smaller 
fry to handle—is actually given up, it will be 


either because (1) Erickson is ready to retire any- 
way or (2) a layer of comparable resources is will- 
ing to take measures to supersede him. 

Another olf the futile suggestions which has been 
made is that the organization which gathers and 
disseminates racing information to a few legal and 
many illegal customers should be prosecuted on 
the basis “thal it constitutes a monopoly. ‘This 
would be a very good idea, lor the handbooks, 
since it would take people's minds off the main 
issuc, and would perhaps bring about two com- 
peling organizations, ostensibly in different owner- 
ship. I the ownership really were different, how- 
ever, a few murders and intimidations soon would 
fix that, and it would be several years belore the 
Government again would notice the monopoly, 

In order to minimize the handbook problem— 
there is probably no way to eradicate it—and to 
dry up one of the principal sources of wealth for 
the criminal underworld, the “service” itself must 
be brought under control through Federal legisla- 
tion. Lhe only way we see to effect control is to 
provide, as Bill 3358 already does, that the com- 
mon carricrs (telephone and telegraph companics) 
maintain lists of Customers receiving pre-race news 
service; and further, that the premises of any such 
customer must be kept open for inspection by 
proper legal authorities. 

‘Lo provide for such inspection might entail the 
formality of licensing those who receive the service, 
However, the licensing would permit only) such 
uses of the information as are legal. “Lhe penalties 
lor improper usage presumably should be left to 
state and local governments, and they should be 
sulf enough to make handbooking less attractive. 

Congressman Lhomas R. Underwood has 
stated, as reported in the Congressional Record: 
“A plain statute aimed only at information tor 
handbooks is all that is required, constitutional, 
or advisable.” 


The organizations in racing repeatedly have 
stated their opposition to olf-course betting. Most 
industries the size of racing, if they object to a bill 
presented in Congress, are willing to offer what 
they consider an acceptable alternative. Will rac- 
ing make a constructive suggestion, or will it mere- 
ly say no? If its various organizations have nothing 
but no to say, then they shouid leave off their re- 
iteration of opposition to olf-course betting. Or 
after a while they will have people puzzled.

Hollywood Park Goes Pastel; 
Bolero Heads the Sprinters 


Los ANGELES 

Chartreuse is a color I never expected 
to see on a race track. It affects my life 
magenta, and is one of those things I have 
always been able to take or leave alone. 
But all that has been changed now with 
the opening of Hollywood Park. The 
new track, or rather the stands, is char- 
treuse, and you almost have to see it to 
believe how beautiful the place really is. 

On June 27, Hollywood Park opened 
for its 20-day summer meeting. The sea- 
son lasts only four weeks, and you know 
how quickly time flies. It is one of those 
meetings where trainers have to run their 
horses carly and crack down fast if they 
hope to win any of the rich purses. The 
season will be over soon, and before that 
happens I want to try to tell you how 
beautiful the new track is. 

It is, as related, chartreuse, with the 
roof and ramps painted leaf green for 
contrast. When the painters first started 
work on it, General Manager Jack Mac- 
kenzie admits he felt slightly ill about the 
whole thing. It didn’t look like char- 
treuse then; it was yellow. But now 


that it is completed, it makes a very ar- 
tistic picture, indeed, 

The Turf Club, the club house, and 
the grandstand sections are in pastels, A 
few evenings before the opening, Jim 
Stewart, the assistant general manager, 
led your reporter on a tour of the place. 
It must have taken a couple of hours, but 
| am sure we covered it all. 

The Turf Club is coral, if I know coral. 
It resembles pink so much you can hardly 
tell the difference and, in fact, someone 
mentioned what a pretty shade of pink 
it was. “This,” Stewart said authoritative- 
ly, “is coral.” He knew, of course, because 
he had seen the labels on the paint cans. 
Even the seats are pink (or coral). And 
they are plastic, so that if they should 
become soiled they can be washed off and 
not spoil milady’s frocks. might in- 
terest you to know that Hollywood Park 
has a three-year guarantee on the seats, 
and also that they have a plastic device 
that covers the plastic seats during the off 
seasons. It is little things like that that 
interest me, for no good reason at all, and 
I thought they might you, too. 


Rising Prices was second 


in the Preview. 


When you stand, the seat cushion auto- 
matically folds up to clear the aisle, and 
under the seat is a handy little arrange- 
ment where you can store such necessary 
items as Racing Forms, newspapers, pen- 
cils, and so on. 

The club house and reserved seat sec- 
tions are in pastel shades, too, but these 
are in blue, for no apparent reason other 
than contrast. Carpets in the directors’ 
room and, I can add, the ladies’ powder 
room, must be a couple of inches thick, 
and the gold was still in the seams. If 
anyone should ask the color of the ladies’ 
powder room, it is pink (or coral). 

Furniture alone came to something like 
$90,000, and Harry Curland. the caterer, 
who installs his own fixtures and buys his 
own furniture, has an investment of ap- 
proximately $250,000 in Hollywood Park. 
As near as anyone can figure it out, 
track cost almost $3,000,000. 
There are still some insurance technicali- 
ties, and that’s about as close as they can, 
or will, estimate it.

From your reporter's way of thinking, 
the two brightest features of all are the 
new press box and the paddock that is 
located right on the finish line.

Evans Talks On 


Breeders Vendue 


A briefing to members of the Thor- 
oughbred Club of America, many of whom 
are consignors to the Keeneland Summer 
Sales, was given on July 1 at Lexington 
by William Evans, general manager of 
the co-operative Breeders’ Sales Company. 
Mr. Evans’ talk was one of a series on 
auction sales to be given at Thorough- 
bred Club luncheon-meetings this month. 
Auctioneers Doc Bond and George Swine- 
broad will speak at the meeting of July 
22. Tyson Gilpin, of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company, is expected to address the 
club on July 29 on the Saratoga Sales. 
In a short address, Mr. Evans acquaint- 
ed his audience with some of the busi- 
ness aspects of the sales organization, and 
had some suggestions to make to consign- 
ors to future sales. 

“Expenditures for the annual summer 
sales run to about $60,000 a year.” Mr. 
Evans reported. “This includes the cost 
of catalogues, maintenance and improve- 
ments to the sales pavilion, employees’ 
salaries, and so on. About $15,000 of this 
sum is spent on promotion and advertis- 


ing, special services to buyers, personal 
contacts with owners and trainers, and 
other activities of a promotional measure. 
The annual expenses of a fall sale are 
about $50,000.” 

Mrs. Helen Carruthers, who is on the 
road this summer for the sales company 
in various areas where there is a con- 
centration of prospective buyers, has vis- 
ited Delaware Park, Mr. Evans said, and 
at present is in California. She plans to 
stop at Centennial Park, in Colorado, on 
her way back to Lexington. Mr. Evans 
himself has been at Arlington Park in 
the interest of the sales, and this week 
left for Monmouth Park and other eastern 
racing centers. He reported very good re- 
ceptions for Mrs. Carruthers and himself, 
and said the brochure published by the 
breeders this summer had been an effec- 
tive promotion piece. 

During his remarks Mr. Evans spoke 
highly of the rival Fasig-Tipton organiza- 
tion, which holds yearling sales at Sara- 
toga each summer, and stated that there 
is plenty of room in the Thoroughbred 
sales field for two major organizations. 

“Problems faced by the Breeders’ Sales 
Company include the selection of summer 
sales yearlings,” Mr. Evans declared. “Be- 
cause of its geographic position away from 
a major summer racing center, the em- 
phasis at the Keeneland Summer Sales 
must be on ‘selected’ yearlings. The secret 
committee which passed on the yearlings

this year, and Humphrey S. Finney and 
Robert Frakes, who examined the physical 
condition of the yearlings which had been 
nominated, did an excellent job. Some 
idea of the size of their task may be 
gained when [ tell you the 843 yearling 
nominations had to be screened to bring 
them down to 


407, the number cata- 
logued.” 
“It has been my _ observation,” the 
speaker continued, “that the summer 


sales draws buyers who are mainly in- 
terested in yearlings worth from $5,000 
upward. Of course there are a number 
of buyers who are shopping for young 
horses worth from $100 to $5,000. But it 
is the other group that we have in mind 
for the summer auctions. There is no 
question in my mind but that horses in 
the lower price ranges, or those which 
are borderline cases, will sell much better 
in the fall sales.” 


Referring to the new selling schedule, 
which lists one afternoon sale each day 
from July 24-27, instead of the customary 
afternoon and night sales, Mr. Evans 
stated he thinks it will be to the advantage 
of all concerned. “We'll try it this year,” 
he said, “and see how it works. I think 
it will give the buyers a chance to get 
some rest at night. and it will give agents 
a chance to consult the people they rep- 
resent. It also will provide time for di- 
version and entertainment at night, if the 
buyers want it. But if it doesn’t work 
out. satisfactorily, we'll change back to 
the twice-a-day schedule.” 

Mr. Evans said that trainers to whom 
he had talked at Arlington Park had ex- 
pressed considerable interest in the sales. 
Military developments in Korea had un- 
settled the yearling sales outlook, he ad- 
mitted. and he expressed the hope that the 
situation would be steadier by sales time. 

The sales company manager made two 
requests of consignors to the summer and 
fall sales: that they accurately list the 
stakes engagements of young horses, and 
that they try to give accurate descriptions 


to The Jockey Club when registering 
young stock. Failure to observe these 


precautions has caused the sales company 
trouble and embarrassment in the past. he 
explained. and he cited some instances. 
Mr. Evans concluded his talk by. re- 
minding the horsemen that the Breeders’ 
Sales Company is a co-operative organi- 
zation whose management is interested in 
getting comments and criticisms for the 
betterment of its operations. He also told 
them that the sales company is provid- 
ing a buffet luncheon at the Keeneland 
club house for the convenience of buyers. 
and suggested that each consignor make 
a point of telling the buyers of this  ae- 
commodation. The luncheon will be served 
Sunday through Thursday of the week 


of July 23.

Jim Tupper’s Harpeth Hills 
Has High Winner Percentage 


NASHVILLE 
An old fashioned “hoss trade” got 
Jimmy Tupper into the Thoroughbred 
business and he hasn't regretted it. 
had fun, has come out all right at the 
bank, has won with the few horses that 
he has raced. And of the 15 bred by him 
that have faced the starter, 14 have won 
and another has placed. 

The very first foal bred by Mr. Tup- 
per was a winner which also placed in 
stakes. This was the durable Colonel 
Read, still racing. At four, in 1945, he 
was second to Pot 0° Luck in the Ben Ali 
Handicap at Keeneland. 

A Nashville insurance man, James S. 
Tupper was one of those who helped 
effect the revival of the Thoroughbred in 
Tennessee. Del Holeman and_ the late 
Mrs. T. J. Regan moved down from Lex- 
ington early in 1939. Leo Caillouette. 
the man on the other end of the “hoss 
trade” involving Mr. Tupper, had bought 
his first Thoroughbred at the 1939 fall 
sale at Lexington. Mr. Tupper and Miss 
Mildred Woolwine were among the next 
to become addicts. Most of the other 
current Tennessee breeders have been re- 
cruited since. 

For about two years Jimmy Tupper had 
some walking horses, the most fashionable 
and the fastest selling equines in Tennes- 
see at that time. In 1940 he traded a 
yearling walking colt, plus $150, to Leo 


Caillouette for a yearling filly by Chie- 
straw from East Wind, by Trap Rock. 
Named Chiewin, she won three races at 
two under Tom Jolley’s training before 
being claimed. 

In June of 1940, soon after the trade for 
the yearling, the first Tupper broodmare. 
Fair Manna, was purchased. and that fall. 
another matron, Avalona. was added. 
Mr. Tupper was by then a running-horse 
man, and the walking horses were sold. 

Fair Manna, by For Fair—Manna Grass. 
by Short Grass, was bought from Scoggin 
Jones, of Louisville. She was in foal to 
the Jones stallion, Emileo.

Veterinary Research in Kentucky 


The 62nd annual report to the director 
of the Agricultural Experiment Station, 
University of Kentucky. which has just 
been published, lists research projects 
conducted at the station during 1949. 

Twenty-four of the projects related to 
horses. By subject they were: diseases of 
newborn foals, aborted equine fetuses, 
genital infections of mares, incidence of 
equine virus abortion, vaccination for 
equine virus abortion, experimental studies 
on equine virus abortion, pseudomanas 
aeruginosa from aborted equine fetuses, 
septicemic infections of newborn foals, 
blood picture of Thoroughbred nursing 
mares and barren mares. comparison of 
the red cell count and hemoglobin con- 
tent of blood of Thoroughbred weanling 
colts and fillies, size of red blood cells 
in relation to age of Thoroughbred foals, 
blood picture of horses on various amounts 
of low-level phenothiazine, blood picture 
of Thoroughbred foals in relation to sea- 
son, blood picture of Thoroughbred mares 
in foal; the oribatid mite, Galumna vir- 
giniensis, a possible intermediate host for 
the horse tapeworm; hemolytic icterus of 
foals, passive immunity in newborn foals, 
serum levels of penicillin in horses, a 
catalog of parasites of Kentucky horses, 
development of worm parasite infections 
in Thoroughbred foals. continuous ad- 
ministration of phenothiazine to horses, 
worm parasite infections in Thoroughbred 
yearlings, treatment of bloodworms of 
horses in situ, and methylbenzene for 
ascariasis in horses. 

The annual report contains a short sum- 
mary of the results of research projects. 

Five new bulletins have been published 
so far this year by members of the ani- 
mal pathology staff. They are: Continuous 
Low-Level versus Periodic Phenothiazine 
Therapy for Thoroughbred Yearlings 
(Bulletin 545), Serum Levels of Pencillin 
in Domestic Animals (549), Serum Levels 
of Streptomycin in Horses and Sheep 
(518). Worm Parasites in Thoroughbred 
Yearlings (546), and Phenothiazine Ther- 
apy and Fertility of Strongyle Eggs Passed 
by horses. 

The bulletins and the annual report 
may be obtained from the Director, Ken- 
tucky Agricultural Experiment Station, 
University of Kentucky, Lexington. Dr. 
Fk. E. Hull is head of the department of 
animal pathology.

dean of the Turf writers. It is suspended 
from the lip of the roof. and there doesn’t 
seem to be much argument that if it 
doesn’t fall it is the finest press box any- 
where. The architect says it might bend 
but will never break. That is comforting. 

There is a lounge room and lunch room, 
fully equipped with comfortable leather 
chairs. and an electric garbage disposal 
unit. Above the press box is a station for 
the stewards, the Phote-chart camera, and 
the announcer. Hal Moore. Off to the 
far right of the roof. as you face the 
track, is a special office for Mr. Mac- 
kenzie and Mr. Stewart. 

The paddock is equipped with 16 stalls 
and in the center of the walking ring is 
an elevation where the winners of stakes 
and feature races are crowned with some 
ceremony. An owner has to be pretty nim- 
ble to make it down to the winner’s circle 
in time to get into the picture, but not 
many have missed so far. The paddock, 
with the jockeys in their silks, the own- 
ers, stewards, trainers and especially the 
ladies in their summer frocks and _ pretty 
hats, makes u colorful picture, indeed. 

There is another feature you must not 
miss. The various poles around the track 
are painted with a fluorescent preparation 
known as Day-Glo, and they stand out 
like neon lights, only prettier. Not only 
do the poles give the track a gay appear- 
ance, but they are of inestimable aid to 
clockers on foggy mornings, which we do 
have. 

BY THE NUMBERS. It has always 
been this reporter's idea that Wendell 


(Pat) Cassidy, presiding steward and di- 
rector of racing at Hollywood Park, is 
California’s most progressive official, and 
he is proving it again. Virtually all of 
the stalling between races has been elim- 
inated, and the programs are run off with 
clock-like precision. Intervals between 
races have been cut to 25 minutes, and 
the idea is to have the afternoon’s card 
over by 4:40 p. m. So far, it has been 
running closer to 5 p. m. 


To speed up the program. Cassidy has 
had built an extra jockey room near the 
saddling paddock in case a rider is ap- 
pearing in consecutive races and must 
make a quick change in silks. He has 
also eliminated the useless armband num- 
bers which have been outmoded since the 
advent of the camera. On_ several 
casions the armbands have slipped and 
worked themselves down around a rider’s 
elbow, and have prevented him from do- 
ing his mount justice in the stretch. The 
horses carrry a head number. which is 
made of plastic and stands out very clear- 
ly in the photos and, of course, they carry 
numbers on the saddle blankets. The 
blankets are also made of plastic, the 
idea being that they will not flap over so 
easily and obscure the number.

Count Turf was foaled April 27, 1948, at John 
D. Hertz’s Stoner Creek Stud, Paris, Ky., where 
Dr. Frank Porter Miller kept some of his brood- 
mares. Dr. Miller, a Los Angeles, Calif., chest 
specialist, also boarded mares at Arthur B. Han- 
cock’s Claiborne Stud. But in 1949, Dr. Miller 
leased a part of the famous Runnymede Farm, 
foaling place of Ben Brush and Hanover. He 
then consolidated operation of a unique plan com- 
bining California sunshine with Kentucky stallions. 
The Miller mares are bred in Kentucky, and al- 
lowed to foal there. When the sucklings are 
weaned in the fall, they are shipped to Dr. Mil- 
ler’s California ranch, at Riverside, and kept 
there until they are sold as yearlings. Dr. Miller 
believes that the combination of Kentucky  stal- 
lions and California sunshine makes better horses. 

His theory bore fruit in the case of Count 
Turf, a member of the third group to make two 
cross-country jaunts before reaching racing age. 
Count Turf was shipped from Riverside to the 
Saratoga Sales in 1949, and went to J. J. Amiel, 


his present owner, for $3,700. The year before, 


Dr. Miller sold a *Rhodes Scholar yearling filly, 
out of Count Turf’s dam Delmarie, at the same 
sale to E. L. Rankin for $1,500, and the year 
before that. in 1947, her yearling filly, by *Alibhai, 
brought $5,500. Delmarie’s 1949 foal, a colt by 
*Adaris, died of an intestinal disease two months 
after it was born, but she has a bay colt by 
Eternal Bull, foaled this spring. She was not 
bred this year, but is booked to Count Fleet for 
1951. 


The Miller yearlings, now at the California 
ranch, will not be sold at Saratoga this year, but 
are to go in the California Thoroughbred Breeders’
